1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as 
"means" and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently 
to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in 
the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure 
concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

2. Claim 1 recites the limitation "one of said the second data busses" in line 6. Claims 2-33 
depend on claim 1 therefore claims 2-33 are rejected as well. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

4. Claims 34 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wakai et 
al. 

Regarding claims 34 and 35, Wakai discloses (Abstract, col. 14, line 10-67, col. 18, line 
3 thru line 20, line 29) a distribution system that utilizes IEEE 1394 serial bus, and data packets 
are received at a receiver end. Wakai also discloses routing data packets from one head-end to 
predetermined units through the network switch.
